Sydney telegram os having been murdered 
at the South Sea Islands was the Hon. 


H. §. Littleton, of Gigoomgan, near May- |, 


borough. That gentleman's many friends 
in the colony Will be glad to be assured, on 
unquestionable authority, that he was not 
the unfortunate victim of the New Britain 
murder... : 


. Further details were brought to hand by 
Her Majesty’s schooner Beagle which arrived 
at Cooktown July 30th. The murder 
‘was a moat deliberate and unprovoked act, 
and the Sandfly and Beagle, by directions 
of Mr Romilly, Deputy Commissioner for 
the Pacific, took immediate steps to obtain 
redress. The jungle of the island was too 
think for white men ‘but with the. assist- 
ance of some friendly natives three of the 
murderers were captured and afterwards 
shot, A fourth, who is snpposed to 
have been tho principal offender, made 
his’ escape. The’ Beagle also reported 
on -her - return to _ Cooktown, the 
eruel murder of Mr Kleinsmith, the natu- 
ralist, and his two assistants. Mre Klein- 
smith is believed to have met a similar or a 
worse fate.” Mr Kleinsmith spent a- few 
months.in Hongkong about a year and a 
half ago and made many friends in’ this 
community by his geniul mannera, his 
great experience gained and iumumerable 
adventures met with in his travels in out-of 
the-way places providing him with an inex- 
haustible fund of interesting reminiscenses. 
His sad death at the hands of these . savages 


| will be greatly. deplored by all who knew 


him.

‘Tus is what the Times says of Australians 
and other colonists’:—‘‘ The colonists throw 
their best energies into the material struggle 
of life ; they have little to spare for original 
thought or for the assimilation of the highest 
kinds of culture, But “even: now they are 
working out-problems‘of their own, political 
and other, that the old world might well 
watch with interest ; and theso. problems 
will grow rapidly. as population and wealth 
increnge. the have their weaknesses, tno, 
these young co! onies ; they are a little rash 
about running into debt, they are incurably 
protectionist, and they carry the admira- 
tion of English rank -to the length of an 
absurdity.
